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Survey reveals change of attitude to computers 


ONE IN FOUR HAVE A 
HOME COMPUTER 


More than a quarter of the British 
population now have a computer at 
home, with 28 per cent of computer 
owners finding a use for the machine 
every day. 

According to a survey published last 
week by MORI and the Computer Manage- 
ment Group, the British have come to wel- 
come computers and information technol- 
ogy (IT) even though they started the 
decade feeling at best lukewarm about 
the subject. 

MORI's findings, entitled IT into the 
19905, are the result of the biggest sur- 
vey on our attitudes toward computers 
Since a 1982 Department of Trade and 
Industry investigation showed that few 
people were interested in or held positive 
Views about computers. 

Out of a random selection of 2,047 
people (the same number as were ques- 
tioned in the DTI's original survey) MORI 
found that 27 per cent of the population 
have a computer at home. Of those own- 
ers, two thirds said their computer is 
used at least once a week — 28 per cent 
reported using the machine every day, 25 
per cent two or three times a week and 
14 per cent once a week only. 

Most people use their home computers 
for 'non-serious' gaming. A staggering 70 
per cent play Space Invaderstype games 
while 26 per cent like to play more intel- 
lectual games such as chess. 

Regarding more serious pursuits, 26 
per cent of the public use a word proces-

base, six per cent run spreadsheets and 
as many use graphics applications. 


AT WORK 

The number of people who come into 
contact with computers at work has 
roughly trebled over the last seven years. 
An impressive 45 per cent of the cross 
section said they had a micro at their 
place of work — compared to only 16 per 
cent in 1982 - and of those, 21 per cent 
actually use the computer at work, while 
in the original DTI survey a mere six per 
cent used a personal computer. 

At the beginning of the decade only 37 
per cent of people believed computers 
would create new opportunities for busi- 
ness. MORI found 84 per cent now agree- 
ing with that statement. 

Also, 85 per cent say computers can 
help children at school, compared to a 
previous figure of 46 per cent. There is 
plenty of evidence to suggest that the 
change in attitude is based on a genuine, 
enormous rise in computer penetration of 
the education system. The number of pri- 
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mary school children using computers at 
school has rocketed over the period from 
12 per cent to 76 per cent, while sec- 
ondary school use is up from 51 per cent 
to 87 per cent. 

On the down side, half those ques- 
tioned thought computers will increase 
unemployment - that's 16 per cent more 
than in 1982. 

The Computer Management Group com- 
missioned the MORI poll in order to 
"assess attitudes to Information Technolo- 
gy and to asses the use of it". The field 
work took place in mid-August all around 
the country.

Despite uncertainties about the PC200, 
Amstrad is clear about the future of old 
workhorses the PCW, CPC and Spectrum. 

UK managing director Barry Young confi- 
dently predicts that all three machines will 
continue to be an important part of Amstrad's 
activities and says that the machines are still 
selling to new users, 

"Take the CPC. It's selling very well this 
Christmas and dealers are still taking even 
more from us. It's far from dead,” Young told 
Express, 

“And last year all the pundits were forecast- 
ing that the Sinclair Spectrum would be dead 
this year. Far from it - we have reached a sit- 
uation where we've already sold all the Spec- 
trums we had hoped to sell for this year. The 
experts say these machines are dead. But 
that's not what the public are saying." 

He added: “They're like the Volkswagen 
Beetle, The thing was old-fashioned, but рео- 
ple get a level of confidence in something 
which has been around for a long time.” 

On the PCW he commented: “When the 
9512 came along with a daisy wheel printer 
everyone said ‘that's the end of the other two 
[the 8256 and 8512)’. | think in a lot of com- 
panies that product would have been discon- 
tinued, but every month we can predict fairly 
accurately how many we're going to sell."

Troubled PC may be scrapped in the New Year 


AMSTRAD PONDERS 
FUTURE OF PC200 


It is now almost certain that Amstrad 
will soon admit defeat on its low-cost 
PC200. For the first time the compa- 
ny has admitted that it is looking 
closely at the machine's future in the 
UK, and at the possibility of discon- 
tinuing it in the New Year. 

In an exclusive interview with Express, 
Amstrad's recently appointed UK manag- 
ing director, Barry Young, said of the 
PC200 that “decisions are being made 
оп its future" and that withdrawing the 
machine from the UK market after Christ- 
mas was a genuine possibility. 

Amstrad has always previously stood 
by its entry-level machine despite poor 
sales and dismissive reviews in the 
press. Last spring Amstrad's chairman, 
Alan Sugar, said that a major relaunch 
was being considered. However, all that 
has emerged since is the bundling of a 
dotmatrix printer adding an extra £100 
to the retail price. 

Despite a massive advertising cam- 
paign across all its other machines for 
the big selling season, Amstrad has 
decided not to back the PC200 in a simi- 
lar manner. Few of the industry's major 
distributors are taking the machine, and 
retail presence is low. 

“| don't think we would put ће PC200 
down as being one of our most success: 
ful products," said Young. “I don't know 
whether the concept was a mistake or 
whether we didn't really get behind it with 
the same aggression as we did with 
other products. 

"Perhaps there was some confusion 
because, price-wise, it was bracketed in 
with ће 1512." 

He added: “It’s difficult. The only thing |

remember from when we first launched 
the PC200 was that all the people who 
were involved were tremendously enthu. 
siastic about it and said what a good 
idea it was.” 

The PC200 was unveiled at the PC 
Show in September of last year. At the 
time it was hailed as the first machine in 
a new ‘Sinclair Professional’ series, 
Amstrad had hoped to appeal to those 
people who could identify with the Sin- 
clair name and who wanted a low cost 
ІВМ compatible. 

It retails at a basic price of £299, but 
costs £499 for buyers who want it pack-

aged with a colour monitor. With only 
four colours, the machine is a poor rival 
to Commodore's Amiga and Atari's ST as 
а games machine, and it does not fare 
well when compared to Amstrad's own 
low-cost PC1512, which is still selling 
healthily. 

But Amstrad will probably not lose 
money on the product. Stocks of the 
machine will be sent out to those coun- 
tries which Amstrad feels will find it 
attractive. A company spokesman said 
that stock levels in the UK are not high, 
but he was unable to say how many of 
the machines have been sold here

A new wave of viruses has arrived in 
the UK, although most of them 
appear to be low-level affairs 
sourced from pranksters in the Unit- 
ed States. 

The invader which is causing virus 
watchers most concern is Dark Avenger, 
because it is extremely contagious and 
can affect any PC processor. However, 
apart from getting in the way and clutter- 
ing up your system, it doesn't appear to 
have any serious side effect. 

Disk Killer, on the other hand, is a virus 
which could prove catastrophic for care-

RAM shortage 
finally over 


The shortage of computer chips 
appears to be over, with most hard- 
ware manufacturers now over- 
stocked and some chips selling for 
only a third of last year's prices. 

Market research leader Dataquest 
says most companies have treated a 
respite in the chip shortage as an oppor- 
tunity to stock up. As a result chip manu- 
facturers can expect to have a poor 
year financially. 


"The situation is а complete 
turnaround from last year" said 
Dataquests Bipin Parmar. “In 1988 


there was a huge shortage of DRAM 
chips create by anti-dumping measures 
agreed between the US and Japan,” 
Now, he said, the market is flooded by 
manufacturers who have set themselves 
up to cash in on soaring prices. 
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Nintendo brands rival a cheat in bitter console war 


The bitter war between Nintendo and Atari Games 
took yet another twist last week as the Japanese 
console manufacturer filed an additional copyright 
and patent infringement lawsuit on its rival. 

Nintendo's complaint alleges that Atari Games “fraudu- 
lently and unlawfully obtained a copyrighted Nintendo 
program from the US Copyright Office” and used it to 
manufacture a Nintendo-compatible cartridge for its 
own games. 

Nintendo is the only firm which owns the ‘secret’ 
microprocessor which allows the manufacture of car- 


tridges for its console. As a result it has complete con- 
trol over which games are launched for the massively 
Popular machine, 

Nintendo deposited its security system with the Copy- 
right Office late in 1986 in order to obtain copyright 
registration. Under American law, third parties are not 
allowed access to a new product filed with the Copy- 
right Office 

However, Nintendo claims that Atari Games obtained 
а copy of Nintendo's security system from the office by 
“falsely representing” that it was engaged in copyright 


litigation with Nintendo. The suit goes on to say that 
Atari Games used the computer program to decode its 
games’ security system. Then Atari Games went on pro- 
duce Nintendo-compatible games based on its own 
software licences. 

“Atari Games got its hands on our computer program 
by lying to the US Copyright Office,” said Nintendo's US 
senior vice-president Howard Lincoln. “This isn't reverse 
engineering; it's cheating.” 

Atari Games is expected to contest these allegations 
in court.

Antique 
computers 
restored 


A newly formed society is to restore old com- 
puters to working order, The Computer Con- 
servation Society says the old machines 
should be regarded as antiques. 

Doron Swade, the Science Museum's Cura- 
tor of Computing, conceived the project idea 
after receiving frequent “heart-rending pleas 
from distressed technicians, engineers and 
‘computer operators”. 

Among others awaiting revival are two 
totalisators from the 1930s that were built to 
calculate the winning odds on dog tracks. 

The first machine to be reconstructed 
under the direction of the head of the project 
Tony Sale, however, is the mammoth vacuum 
tube computer Ferranti Pegasus that dates 
from 1958. Second in line is an Elliott 803 
geranium transistor machine with origins in 
the early Sixties. 

The project is a joint effort of the Science 
Museum and the British Computing Society, 
the Computer Conservation Society. 

Sale maintains that most of the expertise of 
computer design is still in people's memory, 
and the people around at the founding of the 
machine are now getting old. “The informa- 
tion is іп people's heads,” Sale said. “If we fail 
to capture it within the next five years, it will 
be too late." m

Distributors say 1989 is another boom year 


COMPUTERS ESCAPE 
SPENDING SQUEEZE 


The widely-predicted recession which 
is affecting High Street sales of elec- 
trical goods this Christmas has failed 
to hit computers. 

Leading distributors say this year will 
see even bigger sales than last winter's 
boom. While other ‘brown goods’ such as 
record players, television sets and satel- 
lite dishes are not being bought, comput- 
ers are reportedly ‘flying off the shelves’. 

ZCL, which supplies hundreds of deal- 
ers, says it is selling 150 per cent more 
Amigas than last year, and that serious 
PCs are extremely popular. 

Chairman Don Carter commented: 
"With money tight people aren't buying 
the more mainstream brown goods such 





as television sets. They want to invest in 
something serious. We're seeing excel- 
lent sales of Amstard PCWs and 
РС15125 and 16405. 

“There are also а lot of people buying 
Spectrums as a first computer. We're 
breaking records all over the place.” 

SDU's John Arundel told Express: “The 
biggest seller this year is still going to be 
the C64. It's extraordinary.” He said that 
sales of the ST and Amiga are running 
neck and neck. 

Express called half a dozen branches 
of Dixons around the country. All said the 
ST and the Amiga are selling at roughly 
equal levels. 

Commodore has already said that it 


has run out of C64s and Amigas and that 
all available machines are already in dis- 
tribution channels. 

Now Atari says it's going to be flying in 
15,000 STs from its factory in Taiwan. A 
spokesman said: "Bob Gleadow [Atari's 
UK managing director] is spending all his 
available time organising this. Distribution 
is very patchy." 

Acorn's Archimedes also appears to be 
having a good run. At the recent Comput- 
er Shopper Show it is said to have out- 
sold even the C64. Retail chains John 
Lewis and Allders have announced that 
they will take on the new A3000. Dixons 
already sells the machine in some of its 
branches in larger cities. 





FBI suspects ex-Apple 
man of code theft 


A former employee of Apple is at the 
centre of an investigation by the FBI 
on suspicion of stealing source code 
from the hardware manufacturer. 

Grady Ward is accused of mailing confi- 
dential Apple Macintosh code to various 
US magazines and software developers. 
Four other people are also said to be 
under investigation. 

Ward says he is innocent and claims 
that he’s under suspicion because he has 
а reputation of being a hacker. He has 
been served a grand jury subpoena by an 
FBI agent. 

Last June leading American Macintosh 
magazines received disks containing orig- 
inal Macintosh source code from an 


organisation calling itself е 
Nuprometheus League. 
An accompanying letter said: "Our 


objective at Apple is to distribute every- 
thing that prevents other manufacturers

from creating legal copies of the Macin- 
tosh. The Nuprometheus League has no 
ambition beyond seeing the genius of 
Apple employees benefit the world.” 
Apple has said that any employees 
leaking information will lose their jobs. 
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Leading terrorism expert Professor 
Gary Perlstein has warned that 
extreme political organisations are 
looking to use the power of comput- 
ers to further their campaigns. 

In a speech at the International Confer- 
ence оп Terrorism he said: “They are 
aware that modern society is putting 
everything on computers. The terrorists

As New Computer Express goes to press 
this week, a tale begins to emerge of battle 
joined between Activision, publisher of the 
new computer game Ghostbusters Il, and 
ACE, the influential computer entertain- 
ment magazine which has spoken toughly 
of the game in its January issue. Activision 
has reached for its lawyers in a bid to 
resolve what is clearly a heated argument. 
While it might appear at first sight that 
this is material more for the law journals 
and the heavy newspapers’ media pages 
than the Express comment column, the 
outcome of the row should be of interest to 
all software consumers as well as to jour- 
nalists, publishers, lawyers and other soft- 
ware houses. For somewhere close to the 
heart of the case is a fundamental issue

GREAT EXPECTATIONS 

The first Ghostbusters game - a spin-off of 
the blockbusting movie of that name - 
proved to be the biggest-selling computer 
game of all time, and Activision is clearly 
hoping to clean up again with the release 
of the sequel. The game has come to the 
market almost simultaneously with the the- 
atrical first run of the new movie, and the 
publisher has spent freely on an advertis- 
ing campaign calculated to produce maxi- 
mum sales across the lucrative Christmas 
and New Year period.

One needs to step away from these 
details to consider the full implications of 
what is potentially at stake in the case in 
hand. 

The relationship between publishers 
and manufacturers — in many other fields 
as well as computer journalism — is rarely a 
purely remote one. It is not unusual for 
reviewers and editors to be wined and 
dined by manufacturers, for them to 
receive small promotional gifts or even be 
invited on amusing jaunts abroad to visit 
anything from rather dull manufacturing 
plants to exciting Hollywood film studios - 
though naturally any editor will stress that 
nothing sinister should be read into this 
Practice. It is also clearly the case that 
most publications receive a substantial part 





of their income from product advertising. 
and this alone will discourage publishers 
and editors from taking gratuitous 
sideswipes, for only a fool bites the hand 
which feeds it 


EDITORIAL INTEGRITY 
But one should note the word ‘gratuitous’ in 
that last sentence, for it is an important 
one. Despite the low regard in which they 
are held by the public, the vast majority of 
journalists do have more than an inkling of 
what is implied by the word ‘integrity’ and 
carry round with them a sense of profes- 
sional pride which would surprise people 
who judge us all by the standards of the 
national tabloids. Or if this statement fails 
to convince, consider the more mercenary 
argument that any publication worth its salt 
| knows in the end that it stands or falls by 


the level of confidence with which it is 
regarded by its readers. 
There is an implicit understanding between 
manufacturers/advertisers and magazines 
that, when all is said and done, an item 
| submitted for review or a story for publica- 
tion will be treated in an honest, unbiased 
way — whether the reaction is a positive or 
negative one, at least it will be objective. 
Sometimes - and this is not aimed at 
the computer industry specifically — there 
will be unscrupulous suppliers who attempt 
to apply undue pressure both to publishers, 
through advertising sanctions, and to jour 
nalists in more subtle and personal ways to 
ensure that their products are satisfactorily 
hyped. Equally, there are surely occasions 
where journalists go off the rails and fail to 
live up to their side of the bargain, handling 
their copy in a manner dictated by personal 
rather than professional motives. It is fortu- 
nate that neither is a frequent occurrence. 
One cannot comment on the rights and 
wrongs of whatever is going on in the cur. 
rent battle between EMAP and Activision, 
particularly since the full facts are far from 
public at this stage. But it is certainly fair to 
observe that we hope the matter is eventu 
ally resolved in a manner which accurately 
establishes whether the mark has been 
overstepped by either side, rather than one 
in which the courts set an unsustainable 
precedent. The relationship between a 
magazine and its readers — of both a right 
and a duty to print honest comment — is 
one which concerns all of us, and one 
which must remain intact if the writing and 
indeed reading of reviews-oriented publica- 
tions are to remain enjoyable and reward 
ing practices. 


A rare miscalculation from the experts at Amstrad 


Amstrad’s Sinclair PC200, the most contro- 
versial computer launch of the past two 
years, is a failure. Of that there can be little 
doubt, and even the company itself has now 
ail but explicitly acknowledged the fact. 
‘Amstrad, arguably Britain's most impor- 
tant computer manufacturer, had hoped to 
lap а new seam of users. It was looking for a 
buyer who would pay for a computer which 
was both а games machine and а business 
machine. The simultaneously flippant and 
‘serious user was reckoned to be out there 
waiting. 
Promotional ‘bumph’ from the time of 
the PC200's launch quickly illustrated the 
company's aspirations for the machine. It 
маз hoped that the prospective buyer would 
be aware of the Sinclair brand and of its 


The machine's ІВМ compatibility was also a 
line stretched until it almost snapped, with 
Amstrad at great pains to point out that this 
was ‘the industry standard’ for business 


users. 
The gist of all this for profit-seeking

dealers was that they could look forward to 
the possibility of Spectrum and Amstrad 
CPC owners ‘upgrading’ to the new 
machine, and to further custom from first- 
lime buyers looking for a safe, versatile 
option. 


Unfortunately, Amstrad's new beast 
tailed to make the grade in the exceptionally 
competitive low-cost arena. Was the prob- 
lem that the company failed to get behind 
the machine sufficiently, as offered by UK 
managing director Barry Young in his inter- 
view with Express, or did the firm's usually 
perceptive marketing experts also mis-read 
‘the market? 

In terms of price, the PC200 is pitched 
against what are regarded as ‘sexy’ comput- 
ers - the Atari ST and Commodore's Amiga. 
Anyone looking to spend £300 can choose 
between the basic PC200 and the ST. Atari's 
machine is publicly perceived to be, and is, 
а superior computer. And those prepared to 
spend £400 can buy excellent packs from 
both Commodore and Atari. 

Most people prepared to sign a cheque 
for £399 for a home computer will be looking 


forward to having fun with games and some 
pretty graphics - with only four colours, and 
bearing in mind the still limited selection of 
games for the PC, the Sinclair must be 
regarded as miles off the pace in this 
respect. 

The PC200 leaves a lot to be desired as. 
а low-cost business option too. Its relatively 
cheap appearance means that it doesn't 
really look the part on an office desk - not 
something it could afford to do with the wide 
range of good low-cost PCs on the market, 
including Amstrad's own 1512, 1640 and 
even the PCW range. 

There is nothing to be gained from 
harping on about a machine that few people 
own. But it is instructive that Amstrad - the 
company which cleaned up with the CPC, 
‘swept the market with the PCW and revolu- 
tionised computing with its low-cost PCs - 
has finally backed a loser. 

Only ardent Amstrad bashers will see. 
any cause for glee here, but many others 
will find non-malicious comfort in the curi- 
ously reassuring revelation that even the 
smartest are fallible.

THE SOME TIME BLUES 

My tip for this week is for all you BBC 
owners suffering from the dreaded inter 
mittent faulty syndrome blues, or IFS for 
short. But do not despair. 

Instead, take yourself down to your 
nearest Tandy or other similar electrical 
emporium and buy an aerosol of the 
variety that gas television engineers 
use. | don't know what brand name the 
gas is traded under, but if you explain 
what you want clearly, concisely and 
with determination, it shouldn't be too 
difficult to get hold of. 

The idea is that when a component 
fails, it usually does so only when hot. A 
quick spray with gas cools the compc 
nent down enough to get it working 
again. 

By testing various chips in this way 
you can soon isolate the faulty one. Po: 
sible culprits in the BBC include RAM 
chips, the 8271 FDC, and the video 
ULA. For two pounds, you could end up 
saving yourself far more. 

















MORE OOMPH! 

Since its nearly Christmas-time, you 
may be thinking of ways to add a little 
extra oomph to your BBC machine 
especially if it has been getting slightly 
tired of late. All the studies about this 
matter I've ever seen indicate that side 
ways RAM (SWR) and double density fil 
ing systems (DDFS) are most popular. 

So that's the situation, but what should 
you plump for? 

Well, if your 8271 has called it a day, 
then you are faced with several 1771 
based alternatives. Simplest, but not 
cheapest, is Acorn's own solution for 
maximum compatability, Along this line 
Watford, Solidisk and Technomatic are 
the best known firms offering differing 
combinations of features. 

Speaking broadly, the more features 
offered, the less compatible. Unless you 
are running old games, however, you 
shouldn't worry - more oomph really will 
be more oomph 

Certainly | found the double density 
mode on my BBC at home invaluable 
when setting up a database of all the 
STD (telephone) codes in the country. 
One drawback must be mentioned about 
increasing oomph though, and that is 
that disk access times are often slowed 
significantly, 

You can overcome this particular 
drawback to some extent by typing 
*FX255,15 to speed up disk access, 
followed by BREAK (use CTRL-BREAK 
on a Master). 


BLAST! FROM AUDIOGENIC 
Written by Sam Inglis, with music by 
Allan Theobald, BLAST! has a distinctly 
Thrust-like aire to it. You control a small 
spaceship by manoeuvring it against the 
force of gravity. 

Indeed, the game is a multi-level 
blast-'em — up with ingenious graphics

Actually, the drive mechanism features 
а pressure pad that holds the surface of 
the floppy disk against the read/write 
head. After long service this pad 
becomes weak, the heads can no longer 
Contact the surface of the disk and read 
erors ensue. 

The solution is to open the drive care- 
fully and roughen the pad attached to 
the pressure pad ‘arm’. One can use a 
nail file or similar to achieve this effect. 
In nine out of 10 cases, the drive will be 
in perfect working order after you re- 
assemble it.

HITTING THE BAR 

4th Dimension is about the only com- 
pany specialising in Archie games at 
the moment, so it was with pleasure 
that | got my hands on the footy sim 
Arcade Soccer this week. This game 
claims to be football action at its very 
best, and it has a lot to live up to with 
the likes of Kick Off already a firm 
favourite of "89, though not of course 
on the Archie. 

You can play against another human 
or the computer and in friendlies, chal- 
lenges and the World Cup. Using the 
familiar ‘birds’ eye view’ of previous 
Soccer games, Arcade Soccer shows 
roughly an eighth of the pitch and 
Scrolls smoothly as players move 
around the field. 

Control passes automatically to the 
player nearest the ball and you can pick 
up a ruling ball by running into it; you 
can also tackle an opposing player for 
possession. Graphics are good, but not 
spectacular, while sound effects are 
digitised and sparse. 

Once you control the ball, it can be 
dribbled in any of eight directions using 
two sets of cursor control keys or a 
Voltmace analog joystick. There's no 
mouse option, though control would be 
very hard with a mouse, anyway. Kick 
Strength is determined by how long you 
hold the kick key or fire button down, 
and deft use of the keys or joystick can 
produce swerves.

Games last from one to nine minutes 
per half and goals, of which there are 
usually many, are accompanied by an 
optional replay of the last few seconds 
of action. In among all this, though, 
there are a few features missing. There 
аге no penalties, but then it's impossi- 
ble to foul.

You appear to have hold of the wrong 
end of the stick through misunderstand- 
ing the use of the word ‘token’ when 
applied to BASIC commands. The token 
of a BASIC statement is not the address 
in ROM where the command's machine 
code routine is held, but simply a short 
hand method of storing, using and 
manipulating the command name itself 
without having to use more memory than 





is necessary. If stored in full, a com- 
mand such as print would require five 
bytes of memory. But by assigning an 
integer token (an integer is a whole num- 
ber within the range -32000 to +32000) 
to represent the command, it requires 
only one byte to store it. 

To discover the whereabouts of the 
various machine code routines stored in 
ROM, you will need a memory map, that. 
is, a list of each location and its function 
within the system. Unfortunately, | don't 
think a memory map has been published. 
for the MSX range, Computer hobbyists 
are ап inquisitive lot, however, and 
someone, somewhere will have com- 
piled a list of interesting ROM locations - 
perhaps that person would like to let me 
have a copy of it for publication in a 
future Tech Tips.

CODEMASTERS 
[INTERVIEW 2 |

magine being able to hook а CD player up to your 
I ‘computer and getting one of 30 games to load, ready 

to play, in seconds. From this week you need dream 
по more because the age of the CD game is here, thanks 
to CodeMasters. It recently announced a 30-game ‘Best of 
CodeMasters' compilation CD for only £19.95 including the 
connector lead. 

CodeMasters is the brainchild company of David and 
Richard Darling, two ex-Mastertronic programmers who 
decided they could make a much better living running their 
own budget software company than working for someone 
else's. "Nobody does anything original,” complained 
CodeMasters PR person Mike Clark. So when Ted Carron 
announced that he could link computers to CD players, the 
company was very interested 

"It arose from the problem of compilation,” recalls Ted. 
"and a general interest in technology”. In fact CodeMasters 
estimates that for a normal 30-game compilation it would 
take 10 floppy disks for the Commodore 64, between 8 and 
10 for the Amstrad CPC, and as far as the Spectrum is 
concerned the omnipresent problem of loads of games on 
‘one tape and no way of knowing where each starts is 
appalling enough to rule tapes out completely. Apparently 
cartridges are out of the question too, needing an incredi 
ble 12 megabits of cartridge memory. 

So why choose CD? Says Ted: "On a CD there's lots 
of information and you can get at it quickly — it's random 
access". It's certainly an impressive set-up - it's funny to 
think that the CD player costs more than the computer — 
and fast. Demonstraling it on a Commodore 64, Ted was 
loading games in 10 to 20 seconds. 


NICE AND EASY 

The beauty of the scheme is its simplicity. All that's needed 
is a normal-looking lead (that comes with the pack) which 
at one end plugs into the CD's headphone socket and at 
the other into the computer's joystick port (Port two for the 
Commodore 64, although Spectrum owners will need a 
Kempston interface). All the hard work is done by compo- 
nents in one of the plugs, and by the software. 

It's an odd project for а budget software company - 
how do David and Richard Darling explain it? David 
Darling believes 30-40 per cent of people who buy 
CodeMasters games have CDs. And, presumably, there 
are people who have CDs, don't yet buy the company's 
games but might look again now. 

“Ме wanted a compilation with style, says David. 
"We're offering as good value-for-money as we can." 

Those who've been around for a while may remember 
Cascade's '20 games and a watch’ offer a few years back 
- can parallels be drawn? “Generally they were rubbish,” 
says David, "No-one had heard of the games. In our case 
all the games on the CD are previously released titles." 


8-BIT ADVANTAGE 

Initially available for the Spectrum, CPC and C64, Richard 
feels it to be of most advantage to 8-bit users with cas- 
sette-based systems. "Without the speed advantage over 
floppy disk it's not quite such a quantum leap". Confined to 
tape for so long, Spectrum owners seem to benefit most 
from this — many tape-based computer owners just dream 
of a quality game loading in 20 seconds! 

Good news for both the company and the whole indus- 
ту is that the data on the CD is recorded so fast you

With the current movement 
towards a clampdown on pirates this has to be good news. 
The piracy argument will continue to rage but CodeMasters 
is sale in the knowledge that, unless there are some very 
determined crackers out there with literally thousands of 
pounds worth of equipment (which would only transfer it to 
tape anyway) its pack is safe 

The CD is only out for the three main 8-bit formats at 
the moment but, according to David, CodeMasters is look- 
ing into 16-bit versions. “Ош hardware boys are really һау. 
ing a go with this and we're expecting some results pretty 
soon now. 

It has been quietly suggested that they've hit а few 
snags but also that Atari ST and Amiga owners get reason- 
ably fast loading anyway. To make it worthwhile for 16-bit 
there'd have to be something very special on a CD — which 











is exactly what the company is planning, 

Ted has plans for using the 64's speakers to play back 
the CD as well as loading data. The most interesting devel 
opment, though, looks to be David and Richard's plans for 
special CD games

Who is it it for? 

The Spectrum is a still a great little machine. 
for first time buyers with a limited budget — 
it's one of the cheapest micros around. Not 
only is the games software inexpensive, 
there's masses of it and most titles can be 
bought for between 2 and £12. 


Hardware 

With 128K RAM, a built-in tape deck or disk 
drive and a MIDI socket for connecting to 
musical instruments, the Spectrum is well 
provided for. However, the TV picture is not 
of particularly good quality and only eight 
colours can be displayed at once. The sound 
capabilities of the machine are also barely 
adequate. It's best to go for the disk drive 
model - the Plus 3 - as this drastically 
reduces the time it takes to load software 
from cassette.

In fact, Impression must be one of the best 
DTP/word processor packages around (the term 
is actually document processor ), because it uses 
Acorn's outline fonts (not even the Mac uses out- 
line fonts) and is blindingly fast. On top of all of 
that it multitasks as well 

If | had to recommend a computer to a 
graphic artist | would tell him to get an 
Archimedes with Pro-Artisan (faster and easier to 
use than anything on the Amiga, it is coded in 90 
per cent basic) Atelier, QRT, RT and the forth- 
coming HAM Paint from Cambridge international 
software. 

So what's all the fuss about Atari's ТТ? The 
Archimedes is faster, has better sound and graph- 
ics and now even native software. And when 
Acorn starts to mass produce the Arm 3 the 
Archimedes will run faster than any 486 PC (only 
top of the range 33MHz 64K cache 386PCs can 
currently go faster) with graphic resolutions 
higher than that of super VGA and a complete 
multitasking operation system for about a tenth of 
the cost.

1 feel a few points have to be raised in response 
to Fergal Moanes' letter (Archie vs Amiga, 
Express 54) 

Firstly regarding the million pixels рег sec- 
ond co-processor blitter speed of the Amiga. In 
the same way that you cannot use benchmarks as 
definitive speed tests of the Amiga, you can't use 
a one-off figure of pixels per second to justify fast 
graphics. No program consists of purely pixel 
manipulation, the majority is background code. If 
you can produce a computer with a very fast CPU 
which can match the graphic speed of a blitter- 
based computer, then you are going to get a far 
faster final result. This is because the whole code 
is speeded up, not just the pixel plotting 

Because of inefficient design a RISC (68000) 
CPU takes typically 4-6 ticks to carry out an 
instruction - this leaves a lot of slack processing 
time. It is this the blitter utilises. In Acorn's ARM, 
equivalent instructions are mostly accessed on 
one tick thereby reducing greatly the time or 
need for the co-processor. The one real advan- 
tage of the CPU design is that the speed increase 
is accessible from the two-line program to a num- 
ber-crunching spreadsheet 

1 feel that one of the reasons why 
manufacturers use hardware ‘tweaks’ has been 
missed. It is not because it is the only way of 
achieving high speeds but simply the cheapest 
The majority of fast processors (386, 68040) cost 
hundreds of pounds each, and therefore it would 


be prohibitively expensive to build a home com- 
puter around them 

Secondly, monitors. To get beyond the 256- 
line limit of normal monitors interlace has to be 
used, and this causes picture shake. The multi- 
sync allows a rock steady picture. The Archie can 
be used, however, with a 512-line display and nor- 
mal monitor by simply defining a new mode, 
which in turn can be used by any RISCOS com- 
patible software. It was Acorn that set the limit of 
256, presumably to ensure that the best picture 
quality was obtained in the highest modes, 

Thirdly, the Archie is approximately two years 
behind in software development, but with 1Mb, 
better quality software will come faster. Amiga 
software development will be hampered by the 
512K base machine. 

Finally the reason the BBC lost out to the C64 
was not lack of custom chip but simply that Acorn 
never sold it at a competitive price. If it had been 
reduced to £200 over the years it would still be 
selling now in large numbers
